On Gas Available 


Any one interested inthe form 
to file for Claim for Refund of Fed- 
eral Tax on Gasoline used on a 
Farm, may obtain this form 
calling at the County Agricultural 
Agent's Office, Glades"Office Buiid- 

’ Jing at Belle Glade, according. to 
John H. Causey, Ass't County Agri- 
cultural Agent, + 

Claims may be filed only by the 
owner, tenant or operator of a 
ferm. The gasoline that is purchas- 
vel between July 1, 1958 and June 
36, 1959 which was used on the 
farm for farming purposes may be 
included. This gasoline must have 
been used on the farm for the cul- 
tivation of the soil or raising or 
harvesting any agricultural or hor- 
ticultural commodity. Claims will 
uot include gasoline used on the 
highway in processing, packaging, 
freezing or canning operations or 
for personal or non-farming pur- 
poses. $ 

Where a vehicle is used both on 
the farm for farming purposes ard 
for non-farming purposes an allo- 
cation of the gasoline must be made 
in arriving at the total gallons of 
gasoline used on the farm for which 
refund is claimed. 

The amount that may be claimed 
io the’ Federa! tax on gasoline at 
the rate of .03c per gallon. This. 
claim will be allowed only if filed 
on or before September 30, 1959. 

This: procedure is different than 
the application filed for State Tax 
Refund on Gasoline. For further in- 
formation any one. interested may 
cali at the County Agricultural 
Agent's Office.

If you have ever, in a rash burst 
of enthusiasm, decided to` paint 
your house and then balked when 
you realized the magnitude of the 
job, consider the problem faced by 
the State Road Department. 

Last year the maintenance forces 
of the Department painted the out- 
side edges of more than 2,173 miles 
vf Fiorida highways — almost 
-encugh to reach to San Francisco 
—and used enough’ paint to cover 
meré tha ,500 average sized five 


ne as a safety factor for 
by making it. easier for 
them to keep from running off the 
highway or help prevent head-on 
The original painting 
proved so effective, the Road Board 
recently decided to extend the edge- 
striping to an additional 1,500 miles 
of highway. 

R. C. ‘Bannerman, Jr,, 
state highway engineer in charge 
of maintenance, said the Depart- 
ment used a total of 138,000 gal- 
lens of paint during the year.

Florida Debt Is 
15th In Nation 


GAINESVILLE — Florida debt, 
ag an economic load was fifteenth 
in size among the states in 1957 ac- 
cording to a study based on U. S. 


released this month by the Univer- 
sity of Florida's Bureau of Econoin- 
ic and Business Research. 

State and local debt in Florida 
amounting to~$1,269 million, rep- 
resented a per capita of $299.04 in 
contrast to the United States aver- 
age per capita of $312.54, the study 
showed. The larger part, of Florida 
debt was in the form of revenve 
certificates or nonguaranteed debt. 
while the smaller part was full 
faith and credit debt payable from 
property and other taxes. 

Dr. Wylie Kilpatrick, University 
ot Florida research professor and 
auditor of the study, cautions 
against a misuse of per capitas He 
declares that “ per-capita amounts 
are useful in measuring taxes and 
cther finances in relation to’ popu- 
letion without a test of economic 
ability.” 

To measure economic loads, test- 
ed by ability, Dr: Kilpatrick ex- 
pressed the public revenue in each 
state for each $1,000 of personal 
income of residents, and then divid- 
ed this amount by the per capita 
personal income. By this measure 
the load ratio of 6.25 percent in 
Florida was only slightly over the 
6.21 percent load in the middle 
state of the nation. 

Per capita property taxes in 1957, 
both local and state, were $56,58 in 
Florida and .$77.61 in the middle 
state. 

Florida's rank was approximately 
average among the states for com- 
bined state and local government 
revenue, in relation to population 
and personal income of residents 
for 1957.
